WASHINGTON (AP)— The 
government confirmed Thursday 
what many Americans had already 
sensed: The winter was warmer than 
normal. 

Indeed, with a national average 
temperature of 36.03 degrees this 
past winter tied with 1953-54, 
according to the Notional Climatic 
Daio Center. Only 1991-92 was 
wanner, at 36.60 degrees, the center 
-reported. - — - 

In 100 years of record-keeping, 
the coldest winter for the 48 con- 
tiguous states. — excluding Alaska 
ond Hawaii — was 1978-79 at 
27.10 degrees, said the center, part 
of the National Oceanic - and 
AlmosphericAdministration, 

Who's to blame or praise for the 
mild weather? 

Most likely El Nino, the Pacific 
Ocean phenomenon that has altered 
the high-altitude jet streom winds 
and sent a series of storms ashore in 
California,' said Dave Rodenhuis of 
the federal Climate Analysis Center. 

Asked if the warmth reflected the 
so-called global warming, 
Rodenhuis pointed out that the 


United States covers only 1.7 per- 
cent of the Earth’s surface and 
worldwide there ore regions ofboth 
unusual warmth and cold. 

“I like to think ... (hat the global 
warming phenomenon, whi^ is a 
matter of tenths and hundredths of a 
degree, is distinct from the unusual- 
ly wann temperatures in the United 
States this year, which were influ- 
enced by El Nino and the intense jet 
stream .from the jtQnh.PBcifiC." .he 
said. 

It was also a drier than normal 
winter, with a natioruil average of 
5.58 inches of moisture. That ranked 
this winter 16ih driest over the lost 
century. 

The driest year was 1976-77. at 
4.08 inches, compared with 8.50 
inches of moisture in (be winter of 
1931-32. 

Winter is defined as die months of 
December, January and Febnio^ for 
purposes of weather and climate 
records, differing somewhat from 
the dates shown oti most calendars 
that mark the seasons by the hours 
of sunlight.

moisture rankings across the coun- 
try.

But 'certain kinds of afTirmative action 
are fair and effective. Why not favor 
people of ability and character who come 
from poor socio-economic backgrounds 
over those with roughly the same quali- 
ties who come from more privileged set- 


' tings? Class divisions,- after all, seem to 
have widened in reccnt.dccades, with 
disturbing sociarimplidations: "econom- 
ic affirmative action" would tend to ciisc 
■ this problem. 

And "economic affirntativc action" 
■would, treat the .symptoms of racial and 
other bigotry bocau.se there is a dispro- 
portionate number of African-Americans 
and some other minority groups among 
the poor. But it trc.iis these symptoms fur 
more fairly than racial clnssincaiion.s 
ever could. (We think of a cynical white 
friend from South Africa who identified 
himself as "African" on an application 
fomt in a successful bid to attain .an aca- 
demic job.) There’s also enlightened 
self-interest. Most organizations will 
tend to do better in the long run if their 
work forces represent, in a rough way. 
the population. 

In the end, the best approach is to 
boo.st the basics; encouraging stable fam- 
ilics and boosting education. As 
economist Walter William.s has argued, 
ifpublic .school systems were improved 
to give more people a chance to seize the 
opportunities (hat America presents, then 
many barriers now blamed on bigotry 
would simply disappear.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Tobias 
*^egura de la Vegas seemed almost 
do^ as he passed out leaflets for a 
radical anti-b^ group under the eyes 
ofbaok gua^ with automatic rifles. 
"The first protest I went to in all my 
. life was eight days ago,” said Segura, 
50, who supports a conservative polit- 
ical party. 

.But a bonk has threatened to seize 
his livelihood, a mini-bus, as well os 
his house. Soaring interest rates have 
made it impossible for him to meet ' 
payments on the bus. 

Interest rates have skyrocketed as a 
result of .the devaluation of the peso 
and government moves designed to 
lult the crisis. All Mexican borrowers 
have been affected, from large com- 
' ponies trying to pay back dollar debts 
with devalued pesos to consumers 
whose monthly bills arc suddenly 
obove their wages, 

But while the government and 
banks ore trying to rescue many major 
debtors and Pr^ident Ernesto Zedillo 
has proposed debt relief for smaller 
businesses, nobody is giving much 
thought to desperate middle-class 
consumers. 

As a result, anti-bank organizations 
arc growing — groups advocating a 
moratorium on interest payments 
claim a membership of more Ilian 
600,000, though the figure is difficult 
to verify.

Commission 
sete big game 
regulations 

BOISE (AP) — Idaho‘5 1995 
big game hunting regulations 
include more controlled hunt per- 
mits and muzzleloadcr opportuni- 
ticji. 

But most dates remain 
unchanged from 1994 in seasons 
set by the Idaho Fish and Game 
Commission. 

Elk controlled hunt permits rise 
from 22.950 to 24,130, as well as 
“unlimited permit” hunts. Most of 
the elk hunting increases arc tar- 
geted to areas Where expanding 
herds arc leading to depredation 
on farm ground. 

Controlled hunt permits for deer 
were increased from 6,335 to 
6.835. plus the unlimited permit • 
hunts. 

In eastern Idaho, two-day ontcr- 
less hunts were chonged to five- 
day hunts in some units while 
antlcrlcss hunts were dropped alto- 
gether in other places. Thoi 
rcnccis better winter survival over 
the last two years in some areas. 

Muzzicloadcr hunters will find 
their opportunities arc better. An 
ciihcr-scx controlled hunt for deer 
has been added in Unit 65 and six 
new elk hunts for muzzlcloadcrs 
will be avoilablc. 

The number of antelope permits 
were trimmed in some areas 
because of smaller herds. 

Bear hunters will see slight 
changes, especially where dates 
were altered because of closed 
hound seasons during general rifle 
hunts for deer and elk. 

The rule booklet is scheduled 
for release at the end of May. The 
application period for deer, elk, 
■'antelope and black bear is from 
June 1 throu^ June 30.

That way, 
hunters con be certain the applica- 
tion is entered and the correct 
amount is submitted. 

The nonrcfundablc application 
fee is S5 per person per hunt.

Rupert council reviews 
^affiti ordinance plan 


Graffiti law angers businessman 


By Kay Roth 

Timcs-Ncws correspondent 

RUPERT - The City Council 
agreed this week to review a pro- 
posed ordinance that requires own- 
ers to promptly remove graffiti; 
from their buildings - or pay the 
city to remove it. 

City Attorney Rick Dollar pre- 
sented a first drafi of the proposed 
ordinance on cleaning graffiti from 
businesses and homes. It sets a 72- 
hour lime limit for removing the 
markings. 

Mayor Dwindle Allred told the 
council this time was set to dis- 
courage the vandals from doing it 
again. 

* The ordinance also would make 
the building owner responsible but 
’ would provide a means to petition 
the council for a waiver of fees if 
the graffiti is removed by the city. 

Councilman Pete Espinosa, who 
works with a citizens graffiti com- 


mittee, said he would like other 
committee members to look over 
the proposed ordinance. 

The council and the committee 
have disagreed over who should 
pay for the cleanup. 

Allred said the city could cover 
up most of the graffiti, but some 
materials such as blocks are hard 
to clean. • - -- 

The city has been making a 
major financial commitment to 
clean up this graffiti, Allred said. 

The city has hired two new 
police officers, is making more use 
of the police reserves, has assigned 
one city employee to remove the 
graffiti as it is found and'hlis~pur- 
chased a night vision camera to 
help catch the vandals. 

Several arrests and convictions 
have been obtained and now 
Bollar is preparing to file a civil 
action against the parents of the 
juveniles convicted to recover 
costs of removal of graffiti.

College women whose parents arc alcoholics 
have no higher rale of sufTcring from substance 
obusc or eating disorders than the general popu- 
lation. So ftnds'a team of researchers from Texas 
Tech University, the Universily-of Missouri in 
Columbia and the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. . 

The study examined 291 women attending a 
private college in Iowa. The Findings suggest 
that there is "no relationship between parental al- 
coholism and higher rates, of eating disorders or 
symptoms of drug or alcohol use.” said Susan 
Kashubcck, assistant professor of psychology at 
Texas Tech and one of the study’s coauthors. 


For more than a decade, rcscarehcrs have con- 
cluded that adult children of alcoholics arc at in- 
creased ris^ of a variety of problems, ranging 
from low self-esteem and difficulty establishing 
intimacy in relationships to higher than normal 
rates of substance abuse. 

But those studies have been criticized because 
(hey focused oii special populations of individu- 
als already under treatment for substance abuse 
and'eating disorders. . 

“Wc may hove led some people to make it a 
self-fulfilling prophc.sy that if they arc children 
of an-nlcobolic‘lhcn they must have problems," 
said Kashubcck, who conducted the study with 
Laurie B. Mintz of the University of Missouri 
and Lynn S. Tracy of the University of Southern 


California. It was reported in January’s Journal 
of Counseling Psychology. 

,' A growing number of studies that examined 
children of alcoholics in the general population 
have found no higher rote of problems than exist 
among adults whose parents were not alcoholics. 
“The results add additional evidence to the no- 
tion that not all adult children of alcoholics are 
alike and that not all suffer from psychological 
problems," the authors conclude. 

“People have been ossuming that if you come 
from an alcoholic home that your experience is 
universal," Kashubcck said. “But that doesn’t 
recognize the variation in family background. 
Some families will be highly functional and 
some will be highly dysfunctional."

A new .study of scores of newborns being vac- 
cinated at Rhode Island Hospital lias uncovered 
evidence that Mory Poppins wos right about the 
spoonful of sugar. 

Researchers at the hospital have found that 
putting about three drops of a swcci-tosiing liq- 
■ uid on the tongue before on injection makes o 
baby less fussy and. afterward, lcs.s agitoted. 

The findings, yet to be confirmed by indepen- 
dent researchers, probably won’t send doctors 
•Scrambling to stock up on su^ water. The poin 
of a vaccination injection, after all. lasts only a 
second or two. 

' But Dr. Anthony J. Alorio, director of ambulo- 
tory pediatrics and community medicine and the 
chief investigator in the study, said the findings 
may encourage doctors to give babies sweet-tast- 
ing antipolio drops before giving them a shot to 
r-j-prevent other diseases!

• Try on a jacket with whatever 
you plan to wear under it. then test 
for comfort; Raise arms over your 
head and cross them over your 
chest. Button the jacket arid sit 
down. 

If you foci constricted, or if the 
midriff buckles and pulls, try an- 
other size or style. 

• Proper fil at the shoulder is es- 
sential, since cverylhing hangs 
from there. If the shoulder is the 
right width and pilch, the jacket 
will have the proper expression. 

- Signs that a jacket is too small: 
diagonal lines or folds from the 
waist to lltc bust, horizontal ripples 
across the shoulder blades or chest, 
lapels that spread or gap and but- 
tons that pull or pucker when the 
jacket is closed. 

• Signs that a jacket is too big: 


vertical ripples from the armhole 
9 f ot the bust, excess fabric across 
the back, under the arms or at the 
bust, shoulders that fall off the 
natural shoulder, a collar that 
stands away from the nock. 

• If you're short-waislcd, pc- 
tilc-sizc jackets may better suit 
your proportions. A tailor can 
lengthen too-short sleeves. 

■ If you have a big bust, select 
jackets that ore large enough to fil 
through the chest, then have a tai- 
lor make the other necessary ad- 
justments. Single-brcasicd jackets 
generally offer a cleaner fit for 
busty figures than doublc-brcasicd 
styles. 

* Proper sleeve length is a mat- 
ter of personal preference — and 
nationality. European women fa- 
vor bracelet-length sleeves that 
slop just above the wristbonc and 
visually elongate the hands, ‘ 

American women typically pre- 
fer sleeves that cover the wrist- 
bone. A popular look this season is 
the retro, 3/4-lcngth sleeve. 

But because it ends around the 
hipline, it can add unwanted visual 
width. 

• • To fine tunc thc'fit, enlist a 
tailor. A good one can easily take 
up or lengthen sleeves, let out 
scams to case fit across the hips or 
through the waist, and lengthen or 
shorten the jacket’s “skirt,” or bot- 
tom part. Adjusting collars, lifting 
shoulders and raising the back of a 
jacket arc more difficult (hence 
costlier) alterations. Narrowing 
the diameter of an armhole for a 
clo.scr fil under the arms is virtual- 
ly impossible. 

To keep sleeve butions in prop- 
er position, adjustments in sleeve 
length should be made at the 
shoulder, not at the wrist.

Survey: Men more likely than women to work 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
' Exercise has a-gender gap. 

A new survey indicates that men 
are more likely than women to 
work out hard enough to raise a 
sweat. 

The annual Prevention Index of 
America’s health habits found 45 
percent of men reponed exercising 
enough to breathe heavily and make 
their hearts speed up for at least 20 
minutes, at least three days a week. 
Only 30 percent of women did. 

The survey of 1,262 people aged 
18 and over was done by Princeton 
Survey Associates, and has a mar- 
gin of error of plus or minus 3 oer- 
cenlage points. ' r 

■ The 1994 results are for the l2th 
year of the Prevention magazine 
■survey, and they mark a return to 
the double-digit sex difTcrcncc that 
had marked the early years, said 
Tom Dybdahl, the survey’s dircc- 


"In 1990 and ‘91, it looked like 
women were narrowing the gap, 
and in the 1993 index, there was 
only a 5-point gap," he said. “But 
that has widened again." 

Overall, 37 percent of men and 
women did enough work to gain 
aerobic conditioning, the survey 
found. That’s statistically 
unchanged from the survey’s start, 
Dybdahl said. , 

The findings on exercise and the 
lack of it fit a larger picture of a 
larger America. Sixty-eight percent 
of Americans exceed the 
Metropolitan Life tables’ recom- 
mended weight range for their age, 
sex and body type, the survey 
found. Tlje tables arc on' the skinny , 
end of such estimates, but many 
researchers believe that people who 
keep their weight in line with the 
Met Life tables standards the 
longest lives'. 

The Prevention percentages arc 


higher than those reported in 1992 
data recently released by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The CDC’s look at 
55,508 women ages 18 and above 
in 48 stales and the District of 
Columbia found that 27 percent 
exercised regularly. 

The Behavior Risk Factor 
Surveillance survey figures released 
in February did not include compa- 
rable data on men. But results from 
a 26-statc version of this survey, 
done in 1990, found a smaller pro- 
portion of women than men worked 
out. This version us.cd a different 
definition of exercise, so its figures 
are not directly comparable, said 
CDC researcher Carl J. Caspersen. 

Men and women prefer dilTcrenl 
activities. Surveys indicate men 
tend more toward gasp-and-strain 
exercises such as weight training 
and running. 

Women arc more likely to be aer- 


obic dancers o'r exercise walkers, 
according to 1993 data from the 
National Sporting Goods 
Association. 

Tlic NSGA data has some limita- 
tions. It's based on about 7,700 
mailed-back responses to 10,000 
questionnaires on participation by 
people aged 25 and older in seven 
fitness activities such as aerobic 
dance and swimming. Some activi- 
ties that the federal government 
considers healthful, such as garden- 
ing. arc not included, stiid Thomas 
B. Doyle, liie industry group’s 
director of information and 
research. 

In the activities surveyed by the 
sporting goods trade group, women 
tend to be more active than men, 
Doyle said. Among frequent partici- 
pants — those who look part in a 
fitness activity at least 1 10 days in 
the year — 57 percent were female 
and-43 were male.

Why do so many patients end 
up in hospital emergency rooms 
for costly treatn^ent of nonur- 
gent conditions such os sore 
throats and chronic backache? 
Three reasons arc suggested by 
a study of patients in the lUDcr- 
gency room of a large Los 
Angeles County public hospital. 

First, urgency tends to be in 
the eye, not to mention the car, 
nose, throat, gut and lower back 
of the patient. Nearly 90 percent 
of the patients, including many 
who acknowledged that their 
|l condition was not serious, 
painful or . debilitating, believed 
they needed to. see a doctor 
immediately. Yet occording to a 
rating by doctors of the severity 
of their condition, 56 percent 
were judged not to require care 
within 24 hours. 

Second, about half of the 
patients said they had tried to 
obtain care from a clinic or a 
private doctor before, coming to 
' the emergency room. Most said 
they could not do so because of 
high cost, lack of insurance or 
inability to get a prompt 
appointment. More than 80 per- 
cent of the patients did not have 
medical insurance. 

Third, nearly half — or 44 
percent — said they had been 
refer^ by a doctor or nurse. If 
an overbooked doctor or clinic 
refers a patient to the cmcrr 
gcncy room, the researchers 
concluded, "it is quite reason- 
able for the patient to assume 
that immediate medical atten- 
tion is necessary." 

The study is based bn medical 
records and questionnaires filled 
out by 1,190 patients in thc; 
emergency department at 
Harbor-UCLA Medical Center 
Jn Torrance, Calif., during two 
weeks of 1990. Patients were 
■'osked about their condition, 
their reasons for coming to the 
.emergency room, their insur- 
,ancc and previous attempts to 
get treatment.

Arc you a fanatic about your flab? 
Do you weigh yourself every day, 
making sure every bit of clothing is 
' removed, including your pinkie 
ring? Do you spend an inordinate 
amount of time thinking about What 
you're going to eat next and what 
you’ll never cat again? Do you mea- 
sure success in life by how "good" 

. you were at your last meal? 

You're obsessed, but don’t worry, 
you’re not alone. ' 

"This is such a problem," said 
Johanna Roth, a dietitian who .spe- 
cializes in weight management. 
"We're seeing an increase in the 
obsession with food and fat and 
weight." 

Faye Bcrgcr-Mitchcll, a dietitian, 
agrees. “There arc a lot of people I 
wish I could tell, 'Be happy where 
you arc. Stop worrying about that 
extra five or 10 pounds. Just enjoy 
life a little more.’ " 

.The causes of fat fixation are sim- 
ple. "We live in a weight-obsessed 
culture,” said David Garner, an 
adjunct professor of psychology at 
Bowling Green State University in 
Ohio and a scientific adviser to the 
National Association to Advance Fat 
Acceptance. 

Wc also live in a society that 
equates happiness with good looks. 
“But so few people arc gcncticjally 
designed to look like (model) 
Claudia Schiffer,” said Ken 
Goodrick, associate professor of 
medicine at the Baylor College of 
Medicine and coauthor of "Living 
Without Dieting" (Warner, 1992). 
"That leaves 95 percent of thc peo- 
ple frustrated." 

It would be one thing if this fuss 
over flab were constructive, but 
ironically. Americans keep getting 
fatter. And although there have been 
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no studies showing cause and pfTcct, 
some weight experts believe the - 
obsession is part of the problem. All 
this concern is becoming counter- 
productive. 

"Normally, extra vigilance 
improves performance,'! Roth said. 
"But when it comes to food, it can 
go haywire. People worry more and 
more, and they don’t gel any payoff 
for it. Eating shouldn’t be any more 
problematic than balancing your 
checkbook or scheduling an oil 
change for your car." 

In some cases, heightened eon- 
sciousnc.ss makes matters worse. For 
example, days before they go out for 
dinner, some people may obsess 
about how they’re not going to cal 
dessert, Mitchell said. "Thun dessert 
starts becoming such a big thing that 
they end up ordering it and devour- 
ing the whole thing instead of just 
having a few bites." she .said. 

Plus, 'people who arc preoccupied 
with their weight may be distracted 
from solving 4 Hhcr problems, said 
Edward Abramson, a professor of 
psychology at California State 
University. “They see their weight 
as a magnet or lightning rod. All of 
life’s dissatisfactions gel drawn to it 
and congeal around it.” he'«iid. 

Thc root problems don't get 
addressed, and since life is continu- 
ally unsatisfying, these people use 
food to comfort themselves, 
Abramson said. It’s a vicious cycle. 

So what to do? Refocus your ener- 
gies, weight experts say. 

"The secret to happiness in life-is 
either nurturing yourself or nurtur- 
ing jathers," said Goodrick. 
“Wotting about your weight is not 


nurturing, Taking a walk or taking 
up volunteer activities is nurturing." 

Think about your health, rather 
than your weight, said Janet R. 
Laubgros.s, a clinical psycholof/isi 
who specializes in weight manage- 
menivTliink about how you feel and 
what you can do physically, .she 
said. Ask yourself: Cun 1 hike? Can 
I swirn? Can I play with my child on 
the floor? 

Focus on food as nourishmeni 
rather than as "horrible, ugly calo- 
rics," Mitchell suggested: "Some 
people have lost sight of the fact that 
food is something necessary to fuel 
their bodies. They say, 'I don't drink 
orange juice because it has too many 
calorie.s,’ But orange juiee provides 
vitamin C and other valuable nuiri- 
enis," site said. ‘ •
